The  Borou£jh  of  Bridport  couprises  775  acres  in  area.  Its  greatest 
\7idth  is  in  the  north,  while  a long  narrov;  corridor  connects  it  with 
the  sea  at  West  Bay  where  there  are  two  Beaches,  separated  by  the  harbour. 

The  nanufacture  of  nets  and  twines  is  the  staple  industry  v/hich  also 
employs  outworkers  in  their  hones.  Other  industries  are  the  naking  of 
pre-cast  concrete  binLldings,  light  engineering  and  brewing,  v/hile 
catering  for  sunuer  visitors  plays  a big  part  in  the  life  of  the  inhabitants. 


Water  Supplies. 


The  West  Dorset  Water  Board  took  over  direct  responsibility  for  the 
water  supply  to  the  Borough  on  1st,  April, 

West  Dorset  Water  _B oar d * s_  Rej^oruji  S_cheiy_  _Ph_a_se  1 . 

By  the  end  of  1962  the  West  Dorset  Water  Board  had  practically 
conpleted  phase  1 of  their  Regional  Schene,  The  works  comprised  constructing 
six  reservoirs  with  a total  of  1 ,230,000  gallons  capacity  and  23  miles  of 
mains.  These  reservoirs  are  sited  at  (a)  Litton  Cheney  (b)  North  Warren  Hill 
Netherbury  (c)  Toller  Down  (d)  Dottery  (e)  Stoke  Knapp  and  (f)  Four  Ashes, 

Stoke  Abbott.  Mains  have  been  laid  connecting  the  Hooke  source  to  Toller  Down 
reservoir  and  along  Beaninster  Dorm  to  Stoke  Knapp  reservoir  vith  a spxjr  link 
to  Beaninster  reservoir.  From  Stoke  Knapp  reservoir,  the  main  continues  north 
through  Broadvindsor  towards  Bijrstock  and  also  from  the  reservoir  it  runs  south 
through  Bowood  to  the  reservoir  at  Four  Ashes  then  through  Salv;ay  Ash  to  the 
reservoir  at  Dottery  from  whence  it  runs  east  to  Bradpole  linking  with  the  mains 
supplying  Bridport  Borou^,  At  Kingsla.nd,  Sal  way  Ash,  there  is  a link  main 
through  Netherbury  to  North  Warren  Hill  reservoir  which  is  also  supplied  from  the 
Beaminster  Down  main  via  the  spur  to  Beaninster  reservoir,  A main  was  also  laid 
from  Litton  Cheney  to  Askerswell  via  a temporary  reservoir  at  Burikers  Hill  and 
also  from  this  reservoir  to  Shipton  G-orge,  Works  at  Hooke  source  were  nearly 
conpleted. 

Phase  11  of  the  schene  will  embrace  the  construction  of  three  reservoirs 
of  a total  of  300,000  gallons  capacity  and  the  laying  of  1A  miles  of  mains. 

The  reservoirs  will  be  siied  at  (a)  Blinkers  Hill,  jiskersv;ell  (b)  South  Perrott 
and  (c)  Hooke,  Mains  \7ill'  be  laid  down  the  Asker  Valley  to  connect  with  the 
Bradpole  mains.  From  Four  i,shes  reservoir  the  main  will  be  laid  to  Stoke  ilbbott, 
and  mains  rail  be  laid  to  Chedington,  Mosterton,  and  South  Perrott  reservoir 
from  the  main  connecting  Toller  Doim  and  Stoke  Knapp  reseinroirs,  Broadoak  will 
be  connected  to  the  reservoir  at  Dottery  and  mains  Till  be  laid  from  Bridport 
to  Synondsbury,  and  from  Shipton  G-orge  to  Burton  Bradstock,  Hooke  village  Till 
be  supplied  from  the  Hooke  reservoir. 

During  the  year  it  became  possible  to  take  surpliis  water  by  gravitation 
from  Beaninster  to  Bridport  via  the  reservoir  situated  on  North  Warren  Hill 
and  the  mains  through  Sal'jay  Ash  and  Dottery  to  Bradpole,  The  resultant 
AO, 000  gallons  per  day  transferred  to  the  Bridport  system  improved  the  pressure 
throughout  the  toTTn  and  enabled  the  booster  pumps  at  Litton  Cheney  to  be  stopped, 
besides  avoiding  a water  shortage  in  the  Borou^,  a shortage  which  had  been  an 
annual  occurrence. 

On  27th,  November,  the  Minister  granted  the  Board  an  Order  to  develop  the 
Litton  Cheney  source,  JJ.1  the  restrictions  on  the  supply  of  v/ater  to  new 
building  development  in  the  Bridport  area  were  lifted  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  year, 

Re-Grouping  of  Water  lArdertaki^ 

In  September,  folloTTing  the  decision  of  the  Weymouth  Water  Works  Company 
not  to  oppose  the  formation  of  a Joint  Water  Board  to  inclT:ide  the  Company's 
area,  representatives  of  the  Councils  of  Weymouth  Borough,  Dorchester  Borough, 
Portland  Urban  District  and  Dorchester  Rural  District  decided  to  inform  the 
Minister  that  they  were  prepai*ed  to  enter  into  negotiations  to  form  a new  Water 
Board  in  conjunction  with  the  Authorities  now  constituting  the  West  Dorset  Water 
Board  and  that  a Joint  Committee  be  formed  to  consider  the  terms  and  conditions 
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ES .

From  the  aspect  of  the  chemical  analysis  these  results  are  indicative  of  a 
piare  and  v/holesone  water  suitable  for  public  supply  purposes. 
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for  a new  Water  Board,  the  Joint  Conniittee  to  be  conposed  of  one  nenber  fron  each 
of  the  Local  Authorities  in  the  South  Central  Dorset  areas,  one  nenber  of  the 
Dorset  County  Council  and  one  nenber  fron  each  of  the  Local  Authoidties  in  the 
West  Dorset  Water  Board’s  area,  the  first  neeting  to  be  convened  by  the  Town  Clerk, 
Dorchester,  This  neeting  took  place  on  17th,  Deoenber,  The  nenbers  were  inforued 
that  the  Weynouth  Borough  Council  had  nade  representations  to  the  Minister  asking 
for  a wider  nerger  so  as  to  include  the  East  Dorset  Water  Boa.rd,  The  neeting 
decided  to  request  the  Dorset  County  Council  to  pemit  the  County  G?reasurer  to 
act  as  financial  advisor  to  the  Joint  Connittee,  and  it  was  also  decided ^subject 
to  an  affiimative  reply  fron  the  Weynouth  Borough  Council^  to  beoone  a nenber  of 
the  Joint  Connittee,  to  give  instructions  for  the  preparation  of  a draft  Order 
and  for  negotiations  to  be  opened  with  the  Weynouth  Water  Conpany.

Messrs  Lenon  and  Blizzard,  the  ConsTjltant  Engineers  appointed  by  the  three 
West  Dorset  Local  Authorities  to  investigate  this  schene  and  prepare  a prelininary 
report,  issued  their  report  in  Jily,  The  conclusions  set  do\TO  were  that  the 
Consultants  are  in  favour  of  the  Joint  Schene  with  a Subnarine  Outfall,  both  because 
it  is  cheaper  and  because  they  preferred  that  nethod  of  disposal  on  engineering 
and  anenity  grounds,  !Ti7o  assunptions  hov/ever  are  nade;  firstly,  that  the  selected 
discharge  point  will  be  satisfactory,  and  secondly,  that  there  is  siifficient 
capacity  in  the  Borough  trunk  sevrers  to  acconnodate  the  flow  fron  the  rural 
districts.  The  report  goes  on  to  suggest  that  the  next  step  should  be  for  these 
two  assunptions  to  be  checked  by  (l)  additional  tidal  current  observations,  and, 

(2),  by  continuous  flow  recording  on  the  Borougli  sewers.  They  also  suggested 
that  copies  of  the  report  shoiiLd  be  sent  to  the  Dorset  County  Council  for 
observations  and  to  the  Ministry  for  infomation, 

A Joint  Meeting  of  representatives  of  the  Bridport  Borough,  Bridport 
Rural  and  Beaninster  Rural  District  Councils  together  vlth  the  Coimty  Public 
Health  Engineer,  Assistant  Solicitor  to  Dorset  County  Council  and  the  Consultant 
Engineers,  was  held  on  30/10/62,  and  the  folloxlng  resolutions  vrere  passed  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Constituent  Authorities;-

In  October,  the  Council  agreed  that  further  tidal  tests  to  secure  the 
approval  of  the  MinistEg?^  of  Housing  and  Local  G-ovomnent.  be  carried  out,  and 
in  Novenber  the  Council  accepted  a tender  for  a continuous  flow  recorder  and 
agreed  to  purchase  a suitable  site  and  hut  to  house  this  instrunent, 

Ihginage  fron  ' 

In  May,  the  Minister  approved  the  agreenent  arrived  at  between  the  Biidport 
Borough  and  Rural  District  Councils  concerning  the  drainage  of  the  Walditch  area 
into  the  Borou^  sewers. 

The  Pollution  of  Rivers. 

No  serious  pollution  occurs  in  the  rivers  Brit,  Asker  and  Sinene  during 
their  course  through  the  Borou^, 

Public  Cleansing. 

Three  nen  are  employed  full-tine,  and  three  nen  pa.rt-tine,  in  refuse  collection. 
One  refuse  collection  lorry  is  used  full-tine  and  one  pa.rt-tine.  The  refuse  is 
tipped  on  a site  at  Bothenhaxipton  where  a nan  is  fully  employed  to  keep  the  site 
tidy.  Collections  are  made  daily  fron  qentr si- ebusiness  premises  and  tta.OG. weekly  fron 
private  houses,  1,000  loads  of  refuse  were  collected  fron  approximately  2,950 
dustbins.  Rags  and  niscellaneous  salvage  are  collected  and  sold.  All  tins  are 
tipped  on  the  refuse  site,  which  is  in  the  Bridport  Rural  Distinct, 


Street  cleaning  v;as  carried  out  by  3 full-time  and  1 part-tine  sweepers 
with  street  orderly  carts,  and  a total  of  6 miles  were  sv;ept  daily,  1 mile 
three  tines  weekly,  2 miles  tTjice  weekly,  and  3 niles  once  weekly.

Apart  fron  a few  sites  with  a single  caravan  on  each,  the  main  site  is  at 
West  Bay  and  is  ovaied  by  the  Council  who  employ  a full-tine  Supervisor  and  three 
nen  during  the  canping  season  \7hich  lasts  fron  1st.  April  - 30th,  September, 

Water  is  supplied  to  various  standpipes  near  v/hich  are  concrete  tanlcs  for  the 
reception  of  foiAL  v/ater  and  xdoioh  are  emptied  regularly  by  a tanlc  enptier.  There 
are  water  closets,  and  hot  and  cold  showers,  A daily  collection  of  refuse  fron 
covered  netal  receptacles  scattered  through  the  carap  field,  is  nade  during  August 
and  three  tines  a week  for  the  rest  of  the  season.  No  caravans  are  allowed  to 
remain  on  the  site  after  30th,  Septenber,  The  Kail  erected  by  the  Council  on 
the  site  is  much  appreciated  by  the  campers  as  are  also  the  three  pemanent  shops. 


Following  the  introduction  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Developnent  Act  i960,  the  Coxmcil  have  introduced  fxarther  inprovenents  to  the 
Canp  Field  by  way  of  water  points,  extensions  to  roads,  and  at  present  a scheme 
is  under  v/ay  for  a new  block  of  conveniences  which  will  acconnodate  ladies  and 
gents  toilets,  deep  sinks  for  washing  etc.
